Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , nowhere in the prior art is found all the limitations of the claimed invention 
including a metallic base sleeve having at least one opening in the area of the broad 
faces of the sealed end of the lamp envelope, the metallic base sleeve has at least 
two plates which are molded on to two mutually opposite edges of said opening 
and rest against one the broad faces of the sealed end of the lamp and the sealed 
end is equipped with molded-on pair of guide webs extending in the longitudinal 
direction of the lamp envelope, respectively, the guide webs serving as a stop for the 
free ends of tow plates located inside of the lamp. 

Claims 2-4 and 7 are allowed because of its dependency upon claim 1 .
